FREE PRESS vs. ALBERTA. 


The Manitoba Free Press of April 18th, has 
an wrtick —— em the efforts of ~ ~~

“There is peculiarity about the immigration 
of the past season or two that deserves some 
notice, Of course we do not referto that 
which ha» been od by = Manitoba 

wermment. Agents of the latter are ex- 
Sooke to get settlers for Manitoba alone; 
spending our own money Wwe are not sup- 
posed to labor forthe settlement of the Terri- 
tories, But why should all the Dominion 
and ©, P. BR. immigrants who come in be rush- 
ed off to the farthest corners of the Northwest? 
Jtis said in behalf of the Dominion government, 
and we are bound to believe, that no premium 
je pat upon immigrants, but that on the con- 
trary Uhey are left to the freest exercise of their 
own action and — For all we know 
thet, P. BR. may dot 
that ninety per cent, if not more, of all the C. 
PK. and Dominion immigrants are settled at 
points far to the west. We are not complain- 
my of this because of the loss to Manitoba, but 
is it.not « bad, or,at any rate,ajmistaken policy 
jn the interest of the settlersthemselves? lowa, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Washington, were not 
settled before Ohio and Illinois. Settlement in 
the United States began in the fringe of 
Atlantic states and gradually spread westward; 
thore wae no jump from Massachusetts to Min- 
nesota, Here we are pursuing the opposite 
course: that is, we are permitting it, if not en- 
couraging it. No man isto be stopped from 
going were he pleases, of course. If he prefers 
the valley of the Red Deer to that of the Red 
or the Assiniboine, he must be given the liber- 
ty to exercise his choice. But it costs as much 
to raise « bushel of wheat at Edmonton, say, or 
Prince Albert as it does at Brandon; but at the 
latter place it is worth a good deal more, be- 
cause itis so much nearer to market. What 
is true of wheat is true of any other farm pro- 
duct raised for, or where price depends on, the 
foreign market. It follows therefore that 
farming in the far west, until new markets or 
new means of transportation are provided, 
must be less profitable than farming five hund- 
red miles nearer the markets at present availa- 
ble. That should be a consideration in the 
choice of a locality, and if settlers themselves 
are so thoughtless as to overlook it we do not 
know but it is the duty of these immigration 
agents to bring it under there notice. It isa 

t mistake to sprinkle our three or four 
Eundood thousand of a population over as 
many square miles, and to premit a settler 
without protests so go off to some distant 
corner, away from the reach of a market except 
at the sacrifice of what should otherwise be his 
profits. Perhaps Mr. Daly might give thisa 
quiet moment or two some day when he is not 
not too busy with other things. We quite ap- 
preciate the reasons that may be offered against 
interference, but what are the weightiest of 
a in comparison with the good of the set- 
tler?” 


There is a depth of reasoning and brilliancy 
of argumentc coupled with an utter lack of 
knowledge of or regard for facts and disregard 
for consequences, contained in this rt of 
the article that is worthy of the Free Press in 
these latter days. The disinterested solicitude 
for the highest good of the ill informed settler 
is very touching, and cannot have been instigat- 
ed by the holders of scrip, mortgage associa- 
tions or real estate sharks who cut a big 
figure in the financial world of Manitoba, even 
though the paper considers western settlement 
a “‘loss to Manitoba.” The Press should have 
offered some argument or evidence in support 
of what appears to be such an absurd proposi- 
tion that thesettlement of people in Alberta 
isa “loss to Manitoba”—even though it says 
it does not complain of the stage *‘loss” — 
when the whole article is so evidently intended 
to as far as possible prevent further *‘loss.”

But other things have to be 
reckoned, The ideal farmer for an cxclusively 
wheat county is one who would plow, sow, 
reap, thresh and market for about five months 
aud hybernate the other seven. The ideal has 
not yet been reached, although it has been 
closely approached, it is said. The farmer as 
he is must provide food and clothing for him- 
self and family all the year round. He musi 
either buy or raise it. The more he raises the 
less he needs to buy and the mere actual—not 
fancy—profit he has on what he sells. The 
Edmonton farmer who has his fuel, fencing and 
building timber practically free, who has abund- 
ance of hay for his stock also free, who raises 
his own horses or oxen and whose pork, beef, 
mutton, poultry, eggs and vegetables are all 
produced on his own farm, can afford to sell his 
wheat 4cts a bushel less than the Brand- 
on farmer who buysall these necessaries at 
high figures or goes without them, and still 
make a great deal more money. When the 
Free Press says ‘‘What is true of wheat is true 
of any other farm product,” it misleads as 
much asin its other statements. It knows 
that the proportion which the cost of haul bears 
to the cost of the product is very much greater 
on wheat than on many other important farm 
products, notably beef, ee and dairy products, 
that where wheat could not bear the ordinary 
cost of railway carriage and leave a profit these 
other products could; and it is these articles 
that farmers come to Edmonton to produce, the 
difference in the cost of production in favor of 
Edmonton by reason of the superior natural 
advantages of the district more than compensat- 
ing for the increased freight. That this is a 
sound argument is easily capable of proof by 

wrallel. The English farmer is beaten in his 

ome market by wheat from India and Canada, 
and the Ontario farmer is beaten in his home 
market by Manitoba wheat.
